The people of Crow Wing county 
showed by their ballote on Tuesday 
that they were almost unanimous in 
their desire to aid the railway and 
mill proposition by the issue of $100- 
000 in bonds. It was a glorious vic­ 
tory and one to be proud of. Out of a 
total voto of 1,708 only 95 votes were 
cast against the preposition, and only 
three out of the 95 were cast in the 
city. Deenwood was the only pre­ 
cinct that gave a majority against the 
proposition and there they were near­ 
ly evenly divided the vote being 38 
to 40. It was known as early as 6:30 
on Tuesday night that the result was 
favorable as returns from the five 
wards in the city had been counted 
and messengers from the precincts 
near the city had brought in the good 
news to such an extent that victory 
was assured. When the vote at Pine 
River was announoed every precinct 
had been heard from and it was then 
only l l o’clock. To say the town 
went wild would be placing a very 
mild construction on ii Everybody 
seemed to have appointed themselves 
as a committee of one to help cele­ 
brate ihe occasion. The Third Regi­ 
ment Band was called out, the cannon 
was fired and the jiopulace shouted 
themselves hoarse. 
The throng of 
[>eople marched through the princi­ 
pal streets and speeches were deliv­ 
ered by those who had been instru­ 
mental in winning the victory. Mr. 
R. W. Jones, Manager of the North­ 
ern Minnesota Railroad, was called 
for and he responded at once to the 
invitation. He told the people that 
the promised improvements would be 
started at once and that their magni­ 
tude would be even greater than was 
expected—the mill would be second 
to none in Minnesota ortho northwest 
and the new railroad would add vol­ 
umes of business to Brainerd and the 
county at large, and assured all that 
no mistake had been made in voting 
the bonds.

This is my conclusion after a dozen 
¡¡rears of ex perience,says a writer in the 
Ohio Farmer. 
I find tha t each year, 
as I get to understand them better, 
the prof t increases. 
I first sta rted 
with plain box es and let them take 
eare of themselves ex cept to set small 
box es on top for surplus. 
I attended 
to them when I got ready 
whether 
the honey season was passed or not, 
any day tha t I happened tha t way. 
Other people did the same and surely 
it must l>e all right. 
But ex perience 
taught me soon, tha t this plan was 
jood a s far a s honey and profit were 
:oncerued. Thus I lost about three 
pears in the old rut of planting with­ 
out cultiva tion. 
The balance of the 
time since I have used the Simplicity 
hive, with movable frames, and find 
tha t to get profit one must have things 
in proper shape, and give tho little 
occupants a chance. 
The first thing to ha\’e is a rousing 
colony tne first of May boiling over 
with bees, in a nice, clean hive, with 
new* combs all in first-class shape, and 
if the season is only an average one 
you are sure of 50 It*, honey, which 
a t 20c. per lb. would be $ 10 besides 
winter supplies. So it is plain to be 
seen tha t it nays if properly managed. 
I should add. further, tha t such a 
colony will likely ca st off a 
good 
swarm. The amount of honey to be 
ex pected 
must be 
based on the 
strength of the colony in the spring. 
A hive of bees, full 
to OA*erflow*ing, 
will give 2 0 It»«», surplus easier than a

T ea ch in g H o r ses to Sta nd. 
An old horseman gives the following 
as his method of training horses to 
sta nd without being tied: After young 
horses ha\*e once become entirely bri­ 
dle-wise, 
I first endeavor t o ’tea< h 
them the meaning of every word I sa y 
to them. This is not a difficult m a t­ 
ter, provided too many words are not 
peed a t once. The hrst step is to 
a dopt some word a t the sound of 
which they are to understand tha t 
they must stop. Words tha t are easy 
to speak, and which can be made em­ 
phatic, should be chosen, 
such as 
“ ho,” “ whoa,” etc., and eA*ery time 
the word is used the horse to which 
it is spoken should l>e made to obey 
fully, ('ariessness in regard to this 
matter will do more to undo what 
has been taught than anything else. 
When 
a 
horse 
fully 
under­ 
sta nds the meaning of the word which 
you use when you Avish him to atop 
and stand still, the greater part of the 
work is accomplished. He then can 
lie trusted with safety Avhile you leave 
him a short time. To take no risk, 
and to make the -ork more effective, 
it is a good plar. lor two to get iuto 
the vehicle to wliich a horse is hitched, 
and, having stopped after a short 
drive, one should get out and leave 
him for a short distance. 
Should the 
horse then sta rt, the one in the vehicle 
can draw the lines suddenly and thus 
pre\’ent his getting a way. There will 
be no trouble in teaching a ny horse 
with an ordinary am ount of good 
sense to sta nd as k» ng as you desire 
without being hitched, if a little judg­ 
ment and patience are used in a t­ 
tempting it. 


The Ma king o f Butter. 
Tlie poor qua lity of creamery but­ 
ter as it comes from the churn is due 
to lack of care and cleanliness, either 
in the patrons who furnish the milk 
or the creameryman, or it may be in 
the incompetency of thebutter-maker. 
These are faults of ignorance or negli­ 
gence. 
But 
very 
much, and 
the 
amount seems to be rapidly increas­ 
ing, of creamery butter tha t is fairly 
good Avben it leaves the churn remains 
so but a short time. 
It will not keep. 
This defeat is due to the am ount of 
water purposely left in the butter. 
Eight per cent is the minimum of fat 
for real good butt*» r, yet very much of 
the creamery butter when sold con­ 
tains scarce 75 per cent. 
Here is 
where the trouble comes in. Water 
weighs more than butter, and a s long 
as it is mix ed in the butter seils for 
the same price, pound for pound, a l­ 
though it costa nothing. There ia, 
therefore, the consta nt tem uta tion 
before the creamery butter-maker to 
load hia butter with water. Against 
uncleanliness, carelessness and ignor­ 
ance the Jaav can grant no protection, 
but the law can and ought to grant 
protection against watei ing butter as 
well as watering milk.—J ersey Bulle­ 
tin. 


A N ew Point In Feeding . 
Mr. Appleton, breeder and owner 
of the famous J ersey cow, Eurot iasima, 
in bis address beiore the New York 
farmers, calls a ttention to one rule in 
forcing cows tha t may be of service in 
all feeding for profit and tha t is, tha t 
the roughness of grass must be fed 
after the cow has eaten all the rich 
ground feed she will take, sa ys the 
American Dairyman. 
The object is 
to cet its mu? h rich butter-making 
food in her as she can assimilate. 
This can best be accomplished Avith a 
well composed ration which relegates 
hay and grass to the rear, by feeding 
the ration first and all she will ea t of 
it, then topping off with the other. 
Tlie fact is tha t hay and grass are 
losing their grip, so to apeak, 
with 
the scientific feeder. 
While it ia not 
practical to do away entirely with the 
roughness of the farm, yet it ia best to 
; ke**p it dow n as much a s poossibiecon­ 
sistent with thewell being of the cow. 
It seems to be more useful in helping 
digestion than in any intrinsic merit 
of its own.

Sure Cure fa r Sca b, 
A prominent sheep raiser, S. H. 
Todd, of Ohio, sa ys to ta ke 50 pounds 
of tobacco stems tha t you can get a t 
a cigar factory, aud steep them in 
100 gallons of water until the strength 
is all out of the stems. Then take 25 
gallons of the tobacco liquid and put 
in 25 pounds of sulphur nn l boil, not 
mmer it, for one-half hour. Take 
three-fourths of a gallon of crude car­ 
bolic acid, and four gallons of soft 
soa p and heat it up till it will be of 
the consistency of an egg prepaied for 
us©. Mix all together and then have 
a va t of 16 inches wide and deep 
enough so tha t the fluid will cover the 
back of the sheep when standing. 
I« et the sheep remain in the fluid 9 0 
seconds, then immerse the head en­ 
tirely under tbe water and let th© 
sheep out upon a platform to drain. 
Have 
the platform so 
tha t the 
liquid will run back into the va t, 
and have the fluid above blood heat. 
In id da ys after the first dip use the 
same process again. 
If the sheep are 
bad, use one gallon of carbolic acid to 
five gallons of soft soap. This trea t­ 
ment won’t kill the sheep, but I am 
positive it will clean out the scab. As 
soon after dipping a s possible, turn 
the sheep into the yard and stable 
tha t the premises may be saturated 
rippings of the sheep. 
If I 
tha t nad the scab badly, I 
would fix ' them a warm place, shear, 
feed liberally wjth grain to keep up 
vita lity, and in a few weeks after 
shearing I would 
dip 
them. You 
must be thorough, and if the scab has

Ca re of Poultry. 
On the care of poultry whirii, of the 
utmost importance a t this season of 
the year, the Northwest Agriculturist 
sa vs tha t the hens are given a variety 
of food, and are not over-fat, will lay 
eggs tha t should hatch, if the male is 
vigorous. Fresh meat gives vigor to 
laying hens, and if more meat and less 
corn is fed the hens will more than 
pay for the difference in the price of 
meat in the increased number of eggs 
laid. The male should have a little 
meat once m day if possible, as it will 
greatly add to his vigor and increase 
the fertility of the eggs. Of the grains, 
buckwheat should not be overlooked 
in the change of diet, and ag ood mess 
of scalded chopped hav should be a l­ 
lowed daily.

A sure receipt for profit is to see 
that weak swarms are built up early 
in tho fall, before cold weather, by

A good deal 
of ridicule has been cast at this and 
similar attem pts to demonstrate tho 
feasibility of making much of little in 
the cultivation of the soil. 
But the 
experiment has been tried, and, under 
favorable conditions, not iound want­ 
ing. Men who, like tile late 
Peter 
Henderson, have made a thorough 
study of the utilization of small areas 
know by practical experience that a 
great deai of money may be got out 
of ten or twel ve acres of properly cul­ 
tivated land. 
It is said, however, that the condi­ 
tions of market gar lening have great­ 
ly changed since the Southern truck 
farmers began to flood our markets 
with early vegetables and fruits. This 
is true; but where our Northern mar­ 
ket gardeners have had the wisdom 
to adopt their product 
to 
these 
changed conditions they havecontinu- 
ed to make money, although perhaps 
not in so large amount. 
The time will never come when vege­ 
tables and the more perishable fruits 
can be sent from a long distance, 
even in refrigerator cars or steamers, 
and arrive in as fresh and appetizing 
condition as those grown close at 
hand. Hence there will always be a 
demand for early fresh vegetables and 
i small fruits from neighborhood gar­ 
dens if they are invitingly presented 
; to the customer. 
Every large town 
I and city is a good mine forthe market 
gardener who is “up betimes,” and 
offers his fresh, wholesome-looking 
goods in neat and tasteful packages, j 
Untidy packages repel the finest class i 
of customers, but good taste will inev- ! 
itably attract them. 
A good illustration of this is afford­ 
ed by the experience of the owner of a ! 
ten-acre tract of land at Andover, j 
Mass., who found, very naturally, 
that general farming did not pay on 
so small an acre, 
lie therefore deter­ 
mined to adapt himself to the situa­ 
tion by following a Higher method. 
I He planted one-balf of his little farm 
to a great variety of small fruits, and 
devoted the remainder tothegrow thof 
vegetables. These 
he 
arranges so 
that for some seven m onths he ob­ 
tains crops which can be either dis­ 
posed of at good prices in the mar­ 
kets of Boston or the nearer city of 
Lawrence, or put up in various forms 
for sale to Boston customers during 
the winter. In the latter case the 
fruits and vegetables are carefully 
selected and as carefully preserved, 
pickled or put up as nearly as possi­ 
ble in a fresh state. 
Last year besides the fresh fruits 
and vegetables sold, some ten thous­ 
and quart jars of produce were dis­ 
posed off in this way*. Nearly all the 
work was done in the family, thus 
saving much expense, and the in 
come was about $3,500. Such a re­ 
sult can be obtained, of course, only 
by high culture, which implies fore­ 
thought, skill, industry and good bus­ 
iness capacity. 
But it shows what 
can be done on a small tract wisely 
managed. 


S u re C ure for S c a b , 
A prominent sheep raiser, S. H. 
Todd, of Ohio, says to take 50 pounds 
of tobacco stems that you can get at 
a cigar factory, aud steep them in 
IOO gallons of water until the strength 
is all out of the stems. Then take 25 
gallons of the tobacco liquid and put 
in 25 pounds of sulphur and boil, not 
ramer it, for one-half hour. Take 
three-fourths of a gallon of crude car­ 
bolic acid, and four gallons of soft 
soap and heat it up till it will be of 
the consistency of an egg prepared for 


400 that were badly infected. I would 
dip the third time before turning to 
grass. I have given this as a pre­ 
paration to kill scab, but it is a good 
general dip. 


T ea ch in g H o r ses to Stand, 
An old horseman give® the following 
as his method of training horses to 
stand without being tied: Afteryoung 
horses have once become entirely bri­ 
dle-wise, 
I first endeavor to teach 
them the meaning of every word I say 
to them. This is not a difficult m at­ 
ter, provided too many words are not 
jised at once. The first step is to 
adopt some word a t the sound of 
which they are to understand that 
they must stop. Words that are easy 
to speak, and which can be made em­ 
phatic, should be chosen, 
such as 
“ho,” “whoa,” etc., and every time 
the word is used the horse to* which 
it is spoken should be made to obey 
fully. Carlessness in regard to this 
m atter will do more to undo what 
has been taught than anything else. 
When 
a 
horse 
fully 
under­ 
stands the meaning of the word which 
you use when you wish him to stop 
and stand still, the greater part of the 
work is accomplished. He then can 
be trusted with safety while you leave 
him a short time. To take no risk, 
and to make the ~ork more effective, 
it is a good plan for two to get into 
the vehicle to which a horse is hitched, 
and, having stopped after a short 
drive, one should get out and leave 
him for a short distance. 
Should the 
horse then start, the one in the vehicle 
can draw the lines suddenly and thus 
prevent his getting away. There will 
be no trouble in teaching any horse 
with an ordinary am ount of good 
sense to stand as long as you desire 
without being hitched, if a little judg­ 
ment and patience are used in a t­ 
tempting it. 


T h e M ak ing o f B u tter. 
The poor quality of creamery but­ 
ter as it comes from the churn is due 
to lack of care and cleanliness, either 
in the patrons who furnish the milk 
or the ereamery*man, or it may be in 
the incompetency of thebutter-maker. 
These are faults of ignorance or negli­ 
gence. 
But 
very 
much, and 
the 
amount seems to be rapidly increas­ 
ing, of creamery butter that is fairly 
good when it leaves the churn remains 


ho but a short time. 
It will not keep. 
This defeat is due to the am ount of 
water purposely left in the butter. 
Eight per cent is the minimum of fat 
for real good butter, yet very much of 
the creamery butter when sold con­ 
tains scarce 75 per cent. 
Here is 
where the trouble comes in. 
Water 
weighs more than butter, and as long 
aa it is mixed ip the butter arils for 
the same price, pound for pound, al­ 
though it costs nothing. There is, 
therefore, the constant tem ptation 
before the creamery butter-maker to 
load his butter with water. Against 
uncleanliness, carelessness and ignor­ 
ance the law can grant no protection, 
but the law can and ought to grant 
protection against watei ing butter as 
well as watering milk.—Jersey Bulle­ 
tin. 


A N e w P oin t In F eed in g . 
Mr. Appleton, breeder and owner 
of the famous Jersey cow, Eurotigsima, 
in his address belore the New York 
farmers, calls attention to one rule in 
forcing cows that may* be of service in 
all feeding for profit and that is, that 
the roughness of grass must be fed 
after the cow has eaten all the rich 
ground feed she will take, says the 
American Dairyman. The object is 
to get as much rich butter making 
food in lier as she can assimilate. 
Tins can best be accomplished with a 
well composed ration which relegates 
hay and grass to the rear, by feeding 
the ration first and all she will eat of 
it, then topping off with the other. 
The fact is that hay and grass aro 
losing their grip, so to speak, 
with 
the scientific feeder. 
While it is not 
practical to do away entirely with the 
roughness of the farm, yet it is beat to 
k«-p it down as much as poossible con­ 
sistent with the well bring of the cow. 
It seems to be more useful in helping 
digestion than in any intrinsic merit 
of it8 own. 
While grass is probably 
the best single feed for milk making, it 
certainly is not so good as a well com­ 
posed ration, except it may be for a 
few days in the summer time, when 
the rains and temperature seem to 
combine to bring the grass to perfec­ 
tion, but this is an exceedingly limit­ 
ed time.

H o w to G row T o m a to e s . 


“Because the generous nature of the 
tom ato yields bountifully with seem­ 
ingly little care and attention, 
the 
general impression prevails,” says 
C. L. Allen, “that the plant requires 
but little attention. This is a sad 
mistake, for there is not a vegetable 
in the garden that is so gross a feeder, 
nor one that so readily pays for all 
j food and care given as the tom ato, 
j To grow it to the greatest perfection, 
the bills should be dugout to the 
depth of two a n d a half feet; at the 
bottom there should t e a halt bushel 
of well-rotted manure; above this let 
the soil be an equal mixture of loam 
Rnd manure thoroughly mixed. The 
hills should be at least 
six 
feet 
apart. 
IaA the situation be open, 
warm, airy. 
When the fruit begins 
to set mulch with clean straw or very 
small brush. 
Under these conditions 
six plants will furnish sufficient to­ 
matoes for a family of 12 persons. 
Whatever variety may be planted in 
this 
manner, the result 
wiil show 
specimens for size, smoothness and 
esculent properties, unknown to the 
variety when grown in the ordinary 
manner. 


C are o f P o u ltry . 
On the care of poultry which, of the 
utmost importance at this season of 
the year, the Northwest Agriculturist 
says that the hens are given a variety 
of food, and are not over-fat, will lay 
eggs that should hatch, if the male is 
vigorous. Fresh meat gives vigor to 
laying hens, and if more meat and less 
corn is fed the hens will more than 
pay for the difference in the price of 
meat in the increased number of eggs 
laid. The male should have a little 
meat once a day if possible, as it will 
greatly add to his vigor and increase 
the fertility* of the eggs. Of the grains, 
buckwheat should not be overlooked 
in the change of diet, and a good mess 
of scalded chopped hay should be al­ 
lowed daily. 


S h o r t Item s, 
The best mulch we have ever tried 
in a young orchard is three inches of 
well pulverized soil. 
It beats six in­ 
ches of straw, and does not harbor $ 
host of insects. 


Every horse that is expected to 
work on tfie farm during the spring 
and slimmer should have a collar and 
set of harness properly fitted to it. 
This will lessen the risk of galled shoul­ 
ders. 


F rom S t o m a c h to S to m a c h , 
Not a man in a hundred who uses 
pepsin as an aid to digestion has any 
idea where it comes from or how it is 
obtained. 
It is really prepared from 
the gastic juice found in the stom achs 
of hog®, and the ability of the hog to 
digest anything and everything that 
will pass down its throat is probably 
what led to the somewhat peculiar 
idea of concentrating the fluid which 
makes digestion so easy in the por­ 
cine race. Hogs that are kept without 
food or water for twenty-four hours 
before being slaughtered yield an im* 
mense quantity of gastric juice, and 
correspondingly of pepsin. 
The fact 
that this article is so peculiarly* pro­ 
cured and prepared should be very 
comforting to those who find it does 
not act upon their digestive organs in 
the manner prescribed.

There is no part of the farm that 
pays better than a well kept garden, 
and the labor should be done a® regu­ 
lar as farm work. 
Never keep, a young tree out of the 
ground after it arrives from the nurs­ 
ery. The greatest misfortune that 
can happen to a young tree is to ex­ 
pose its roots to dry winds. If not 
ready to plant it in its proper loca­ 
tion let it be “held in,” by covering 
the roots well with moist earth.

Ib a word , she waa America, but 
America was a republic, an d repub 
lies were thin gs of a d ay , “short lived 
thin gs that must, of n ecessity , en d in 
calamity an d failure.” 
So the prophets of the old world , 
at least, told us; an d thus, when in 
1861 the war of the rebellion broke 
out, they wieely shook their head s 
an d said “I told y ou ao.” 
What, then , waa the war of the re­ 
bellion fer? I feel it my d uty to-d ay . 
to ad d ress also the y oun g gen eration 
of my own age, men y oun ger than 
those of gray hair; thoee who coun t 
y ears, perhaps d ouble my own ; those 
who saw service in the war before I 
was y et able to un d erstan d what it 
mean t. I oon sid er it my d uty to-d ay , 
before ad d ressin g the Gran d Aruiy 
of the Republic, to tell others who 
were n et in the war what it was for; 
what our brave men in blue girted on 
the sword for, an d shed their blood 
so freely . 
Was it a war for the eman ­ 
cipation of the colored men ? W as it 
a war waged upen on e section of the 
coun try by an other? Waa it a war 
in ten d ed to cen tralize power in our 
coun try , an d , therefore, to d estroy 
the rights of the states severally ? 
Not all, n et an y of these. It was a 
war in ten d ed to settle forevermore, 
the true mean in g of our con stitution 
in on e of its most essen tial poin ts. 
It was a war which began n ot when 
the first shot was fired upon Sumpter, 
but when Thomas Jefferson 
an d 
Alex an d er Hamilton failed to agree 
m the Cabin et of Washin gton , upon 
the in terpretation of our con stitu­ 
tion . It was a war which said to the 
world that the people m America are 
the sovereign , an d a sovereign which 
can alway s be trusted to d o right. 
This, I take it, was the mean in g of 
our war, I kn ow war d oes n ot make 
a wren g right, n or d oes it prove that 
to bo true, which before was false; 
mt war d oes preven t the wron g-d oer 
rom assailin g the right, an d error 
!rom usurpin g the thron e of truth. 
An d this the war of 1861 d id bey on d 
most other wars kn owe to history . It 
is well kn own to every schoolboy in 
our coun try , that throughout the lon g 
d ay s from the begin n in g of the 19th 
cen tury up to past the mid d le of it 
there was on e great con troversy un ­ 
d erly in g all the troubles that beset 
the statesmen , who had it for their 
d uty , to arran ge matters for public 
weal. Sometimes that d ifficulty was 
n ot plain ly un d erstood . When it was 
» lain ly un d erstood , it was often times 
set asid e; the min d s of men werepur- 
>osely befogged as to it. 
We saw 
this d iffiomJty arise in 179 8, in the 
Virgin ia an d Ken tucky resolution s. 
The d ifficulty was again brought be- 
ore the publio ev e, practically , in 
Georgia in her d Miin gs with the In ­ 
d ian s. On ce again , an d more promi­ 
n en tly , an d more un mistakably , in 
the d ay s of John G. Calhoun , by 
South Carolin a in her Nullification 
Act of 1832. What d id that d ifficulty 
mean ? It mean t this: that it was 
n ot y et settled whether we were en e 
un ited coun try , or whether we were a 
con gress of in d epen d en t sovereign 
states compacted together. An d y on 
kn ow that South Carolin a main tain ed 
that we were so man y in d epen d en t 
states gathered together in a com­ 
pact; she d eclares in her act of seces­ 
sion , that she d oes but “d issolve the 
un ion between the state of South 
Carelin a an d other states un ited with 
her in the oompact en titled ‘the con ­ 
stitution of the Un ited States.’ ” No 
greater error than this ceuld have 
been broached , an d when the sword 
was appealed to, to uphold this error, 
then it was that the brave men of the 
North gird ed on their sword * an d 
wen t forth to d o battle for the right; 
n ot in ten d in g to make the men who 
was beaten to be, therefore, m the 
wron g, but in ten d in g to uphold tho 
right so lon g as there was might in 
their right arm to support it There 
wa* here n o d octrin e of ex ped ien cy ; 
it was n ot in ten d ed to make might 
right» or success ths bast of merit, or

who w m the weaker party . It was 
main tain ed that from the begin n in g, 
this was the mean in g of the con stitu­ 
tion , an d God ’s overrulin g Provid en ce 
had shown plain ly en ough through­ 
out all our previous history , that this 
was the purpose for which our coun ­ 
try bad been established .

Memorial Day was fittingly observed 
in this city. On Sunday evening the 
G. A. R. Post and citizens attended 
services at the Catholic church and a 
large concourse of people assembled 
to listen to the remarks of Rev. Father 
Lynch which are printed below. 
On Monday morning at 9:30o’olock 
members of Pap Thomas Pest assem­ 
bled at their hall on Sixth street and 
were formed in line with the firing 
party, marching to the cemetery in a 
body, where the details decorated the 
graves of the fallen heroes. The 
beautiful and solemn Grand Army 
burial services were observed and the 
scattering of flowers in the name of 
the surviving comrades performed, 
after which came the banal salute, 
the last farewell of the living to the 
dead, and the ranks were reformed, 
the march being back to the hall where 
the comrades separated until I *.30 p. rn. 
The exercises for the afternoon were 
conducted at Gregory Square. The 
schools in charge of the several teach­ 
ers formed in line on Sixth street 
sonth, and at 2:30 the column moved 
in the following order: 
Marshals and Aids; Police Depart­ 
ment; Mayor and Connoil rn carnages; 
Post Relief Corps; Third Regiment 
Band; Fire Department; Germania 
Maennerchor; Edwards Cavalry Vol­ 
unteers; S t Francis Church Cadets; 
Poet Firing Party; Sons of Veterans: 
Ancient Order of Hibernians and 
Citizens in Carnages. 
The school children marched at the 
right and left of the G. A R. Post and 
made a very fine appearance, there 
being about 1,200, all in holiday attire 
and each carrying a flag. 
At the Park the programme pre­ 
viously published was carried out, J. 
C. Congdon acting as chairman of 
the ceremonies. 
The address of Rev. Ware at the 
park was very interesting and listened 
to attentively by all, and it is with re­ 
gret that we are unable to produce it 
rn this issue on account of the crowded 
condition of our columns.

ADDRESS or IE V . FATHER LYNCH. 
Gentlemen of th# Grand Army, and 
friends: 
We are assembled here to-day at 
the call of love and gratitude; love 
for oar native country, and gratitude 
to the men who died to preserve it 
Oar country, the child of all ages 
born of a desire for independence, 
was nartured in straggle and ad 
versity. 
She has met and battled success­ 
fully with the most powerful coun 
tries of Europe: and Perry, and Hull, 
and Bainbridge, and Decatur hat, 
borne proudly over all the land her 
flag, which Washington, and Jack­ 
son, and Adama had planted and up­ 
held at home in peerless splendor. 
It might well seem as she ap­ 
proached the age of three soore years 
and ten, she had well entered upon 
her path to glory untrammelled ■ W is 
dom in her councils, and bravery upon 
the field of battle, second to none of 
which history keeps the record, had 
made her aam# the terror of tyrants, 
and the hope of 
the 
oppressed 
throughout tne wide, wide world. 
la a word, she was America, but 
America was a republic, and repub 
ice were things of a day, “short lived 
things that must, of necessity, end in 
ealamity and failure.” 
So the prophets of the old world, 
at least, told us; and thus, when in 
1861 the war of the rebellion broke 
out, they wisely shook their heads 
aud said “I told yon so.” 
What then, was the war of the re­ 
bellion fer? I feel it my duty to-day. 
to address also the young generation 
of my own age, men younger than 
those of gray hair; those who count 
years, perhaps double my own; those 
who saw service in the war before I 
was yet able to understand what it 
meant. I ©oniider it my duty to-day, 
before addressing the Grand Army 
of the Republic, to tell others who 
were net in the war what it was for; 
what our brave men in blue girted on 
the sword for, and shed their blood 
so freely. Was it a war for the eman­ 
cipation of the colored men ? VV as it 
a war waged upon one section of the 
country by another? Wa# it a war 
intended to centralize power in our 
country, and, therefore, to destroy 
the rights of the states severally? 
Not all, net any of these. It was a 
war intended to settle forevermore, 
the truo meaning of our constitution 
in one of its most essential points, 
t was a war which began not when 
the first shot was fired upon Sumpter, 
but when Thomas Jefferson 
and 
Alexander Hamilton failed to agree 
in the Cabinet of Washington, upon 
the interpretation of our constitu­ 
tion. It waa a war which said to the 
world that the people in America are 
the sovereign, and a aovereign which 
can always be trusted to do right. 
This, I take it, was the meaning of 
our war, I know war does not make 
a wrong right, nor does it prove that 
to be true, which before was false; 
jut war doss prevent the wrong-doer 
’rom assailing the right, and error 
: ’rom usurping the throne of truth. 
And this the war of 1861 did beyond 
most other wars knows to history. It 
is well knswn to every schoolboy in 
our country, that throughout the long 
days from the beginning of the 19th 
century up to past the middle of it. 
there was one great controversy un­ 
derlying all the troubles that beset 
the statesmen, whe had it for their 
duty, to arrange matters for public 
weal. Sometimes that difficulty was 
not plainly understood. When it was 
dainty understood, it was oftentimes 
set aside; the minds of men werepur- 
>oeely befogged as to it. 
We saw 
this difficulty arise in 1798, in the 
Virginia and Kentucky resolutions. 
The difficulty was again brought bo­ 
ors the pnblio eve, practically, in 
Georgia in her dealings with the In­ 
dians. Once again, and more promi­ 
nently, and more unmistakably, in 
the days of John C. Calhoun, by 
South Carolina in her Nullification 
Act of 1832. What did that difficulty 
mean? It meant this: that it was 
not yet settled whether we were one 
united country, or whether we were a 
congress of independent sovereign 
states compacted together. And yon 
mow that South Carolina maintained 
lat w© were so many independent 
states gathered together in a com­ 
pact; she declares in her act of seces­ 
sion, that she does but “dissolve the 
union between the state of South 
Carelina and other states united with 
ler in the compact entitled ‘the con­ 
stitution of the United States.’ ” No 
greater error than this could have 
been broached, and when the sword 
was appealed to, to uphold this error, 
then it was that the brave men of the 
North girded on their swords and 
went forth to do battle for the right; 
not intending to make the men who 
was beaten to be, therefore, in the 
wrong, but intending to uphold the 
right so long as there was might in 
their right arm to support it There 
was here no doctrine of expediency; 
it was not intended to make might 
righty or success the best of merit, or

to make him always in the wrong, 
who was the weaker party. It was 
maintained that, from the beginning, 
this was the meaning of the constitu­ 
tion, and God’s overruling Providence 
had shown plainly enough through­ 
out all our previous history, that this 
was the purpose for which our coun­ 
try had been established. The coun­ 
try, America—United States of Amer­ 
ica—means to me, not a broad land 
of fertile fields; not a country of vast­ 
ly diversified scenery; not a country 
whore land is to be had cheaply, and 
which, therefore, holds out homes at 
small price to the teeming millions 
of the old world; it does not mean 
even the country that gave me birth, 
the country upon whose soil I was 
bom. It means to me the eternal 
principle. America means the Chris­ 
tian idea in the order of civilization. 
That is to ms America’s highest and 
strongest claim to my lev# and fideli­ 
ty. And it was for this (if I have read 
history aright) that the war of '61 
was charged by the men of the North. 
.It might be well, if you will bear 
ith me, that I should say what I 
think upon tho matter of the consti­ 
tution, for I will confess frankly, it 
matters little to me whether Grant, 
noble as his name is, dear as it is to 
every heart, or Sheridan, or any other 
General that won a battle, if tile bat­ 
tle was won in the right. There was 
a school of men in our country from 
the very outset, who adopted tho 
theory of government called the “So­ 
cial Compact,” and the men who 
represented this school maintained 
more or less explicity that a revolu­ 
tion or a dissolution of the states was 
justifiable at any time. Our country 
meant no such thing. Our eoustitu- 
tion is the fundamental law of th* 
government, but our constitution and 
its creator is the sovereign political 
people. 
We read in the preamble of 
the constitution: “We, the people of 
the United States, io order to form a 
more perfect union, establish justice, 
insure domestic tranquility, provide 
for the common defense, promote the 
general welfare and secure tie bless­ 
ings of liberty to ourselves and our 
posterity, do ordain and establish 
this constitution for the United States 
of America.” This document did not 


and when, if ever that day comes that 
Americans shall forget those hallowed 
names, then let h^r proud flag be 
trailed in the dust. 
Ylembers of the Grand Army: 
I am no eulogist of m»r» physical 
force, nor do I consider tbs** man to 
be the better man, the better citizen, 
or the nobler man who has th© strong­ 
er arm; and therefore, it is not be­ 
cause the northern army cams off 
victorious in ’61 that we consider her 
the nobler one; it is because back of 
her bayonets or back of her swords, 
was the principle which had beep: 
right from the beginning, and which 
from the outset had been true. This 
it is that makes the G. A. R. dear to 
us and makes us love the men who 
gave their time and their effort, and 
who endangered their lives for the 
principle that was at stake. History 
has no record of any sacrifice mors 
sublime than that of the dead of the 
vol unteer armies of th® republic. So 
you assemble to day because you 
would not willingly let the memories 
of iTOcb sacrifices perish from the 
hearts of men. 
Has this story of the 
volunteers become stale from many 
repetitions? It is your duty to repeat 
it again and again. 
The sermon on 
the mount is an old story; countless 
millions have heard it each day for 
nineteen centuries. Yet it is as full 
of promise, hop e and consolation, as 
on the day it fid,' from the lips of the 
Master. 
Ho should it he with the 
records on which are engraved the 
eternal principles on which rest the 
right of mao to life. liberty, and the 
[»ur*uit of happiness 
And you members of the Grand 
Army, survivors of that struggle, I 
envy you the pleasure and the happi­ 
ness that must come to you on each 
recurring Memorial Day.

To me then, the 
war of 1861 meant not the sacrifice 
of men and money beyond limit, but 
the upholding of the right, if in no 
other way it could be maintained, 
even at the coat of unlimited outlay 
of men and money. The war meant 
the establishment of the truth above 
all doubt, above all clamor, and above 
all popular passion. The war of '61 
bequeathed to us a united country; it 
settled the definition of that most es­ 
sential poiRt of our constitution; it 
emancipated the colored men; it puri­ 
fied America; it did awny with preju­ 
dices which before threatened, per 
haps as much as any other cause the 
disintegration or ruin, at a more or 
less distant period, of our fair land. 
Let na see tho«e benefits that have 
resulted. It is true that the war wits 
not begun for the emancipation of 
the colored men, but for a higher aud 
nobler eause even than that, because 
America must first exist before it 
could be even the home of tho free 
man, and it was tho very life of 
America that tho war of 'GI was un- j 
dertaken. 
When, therefore, wsgath- j 
er to do honor to the memory of men 
who joined in that contest, it is not to 
pay our homage to mere deeds of 
blood. It was Rot bloodshed they en-1 
gaged in, but vindication of th® right: | 
and bloodshed was catered into only j 
when bloodshed beearn® unavoidable, j 
Not that war was the most eligible ! 
means of solving the difficulty, but j 
that war was the ®nly means then 
available. Therefore, when war be- - 
came inevitable, war was declared. 
Another benefit tliGt we have reaped 
from the war of 'GI is this: that it es­ 
tablished more clearly than it over 
had been before the perfect and en­ 
tire equality of Americans. 
It is tho 
doctrine of our country that her po­ 
litical men, men who desire to have 
the rights and privileges of this coun­ 
try, can have them as long as they 
prove deserving of them. Before the 
war there was a widespread belief in 
many parts of our country that the 
man who came or whose father came 
from Europe, was not a good Ameri­ 
can. The war, I believe, effectually 
dispelled this illusion, for side by 
side with the men whose fathers had 
lived on American soil for generations, 
fought and bled, men who drew their 
life’s blood from foreign countries; 
side by side with men of one belief 
fought mon of other beliefs. 
All 
honor then to the men who in ’61 at 
their country’s call leaped to their 
country’s rescue; and whether they 
survive to commemorate this memo­ 
rial day or rest beneath the soil which 
they made bely with blood, stood they 
ligh in command or fought they in 
the trenches, their devotion to their 
country’s weal has entitled them to 
ler undying ^gratitude.

The people of Crow Wing ceunty 
showed by their ballots on Tueeday 
that they were almost unanimous in 
their desire to aid the railway and 
mill proposition by the issue of $100- 
000 in bonds.

When the vote at Pine 
River was announoed every precinct 
had been heard from and it was then 
only 11 o’clock. To say the town 
went wild would be placing a very 
mild construction on it.

as a committee of one to help cele­ 
brate the occasion. The Third Regi­ 
ment Band was called out, the cannon 
was fired and the jKjpulace shouted 
themselves hoarse. 
The throng of 
people marched through the princi­ 
pal streets and speeches were deliv­ 
ered by those who had been instru­ 
mental m winning the victory. 
Mr. 
R. W. Jones, Manager of the North­ 
ern Minnesota Railroad, was called 
for and ho responded at once to the 
invitation. 
He told the people that 
the promised improvements would be 
started at once and that their magni­ 
tude would be even greater than was 
expected—the mill would be second 
to none in Minnesota or the northwest 
and the new railroad would add vol­ 
umes of business to Brainerd and the 
county at large, and assured all that 
no mistake had been made in voting 
the bonds.

Cinley prices are lower than those which 
previously prevailed, so far as the necessa­ 
ries of life are concerned; and our exports 
ol surplus product* have heen larger in the 
last two years than tliey ever were before. 
Ail kinds of manufacturing enterprises are 
flourishing, there ia steady em ploym ent for 
alt labor at good wage*, and a feeling 
of 
general content and happiness pervades tho 
country. 
That i* direc ly contrary to the 
predictions

Rents and T a x e s Tend 
Make Him an Anarchist. 
It is very difficult for a Paris work­ 
man to be satisfied with his condition. 
Ho is far worse of! than the London 
workman, even supposing th a t his 
wages are high as those of the latter, 
which is not generally the case. The 
cost of living in Paris is nearly, if not 
quite, a third more than it is in Lon­ 
don. AH the necessaries of life are 
heavily taxed, and the workman pays 
as much upon the bread, wine, sugar, 
etc., th at lie consumes as the great 
bankers in the Rue Laflitte do, in 
proportion to the amount. 
If he tries 
to escape being gradually p o iso n e d by 
the adulterated wine especially pre­ 
pared for him, anu has a cask sent to 
him from the district where it is grown, 
he pays half its valueagainin the form 
of octroi dues when it is delivered to 
him in Paris. M. Carnot paysexactly 
the same amount upon wine th at 
may have cost him 10 times as much. 
Then, again, the Paris workman has 
to contend with the cupidity of land­ 
lords, who have not the reputation 
of being a very scrupulous class of 
speculators. The smaller t he lodging, 
the higher is the rent in proportion. 
Political economists, taking for their 
text the latest statistics showing the 
falling-off of the French population, 
have been amusing themselves of late 
years by preaching to tiie working 
class upon their lack of patriotism in 
not having larger families. Now, in 
Paris, the truth of the m atter is this; 
th a t 
an ordinary working 
couple 
cannot bring up even a couple of 
children unless the woman has some 
regular occupation as well as them an. 
In a large number of cases it is her 
labor that is 1 lie chief mainstay of tho 
home. Considering all the difficulties 
th at the working people oi Paris have 
to contend with, the wonder is th a t 
they accept their fate with such good 
temper and generally show a philoso­ 
phical spirit in trying to make the best 
of it.—Paris Cor. London times.

Among the papers of M. Charles 
Monselet, the spirited and much-re­ 
gretted French writer, a curious m an­ 
uscript has been discovered. It bears 
the 
title, 
“Manual 
du 
Parfait 
Assassin,” and opens with an outline 
sketch of the qualifications of the 
man who would become a successful 
murderer. 
Above all, he should be 
neither too young nor too old, neither 
uneducated nor too learned; but one 
branch of knowledge which he should 
be careful to avoid is th at 
of liter­ 
ature. 
But, unless a man feels that 
murdering is his vocation, all other 
qualifications avail nothing. 
If he is 
drawn toward the profession by an ir­ 
resistible attraction, and if he has 
not from his tenderest age felt the 
desire to annihilate his fellow beings, 
let him desist from meddling with 
murdering. 
“ A street attack at night is tempt­ 
ing. but it must be done by inspiration. 
You require genius to do it well. A 
m iu passes. He either inspires you 
or leaves you unmoved. If he inspires 
you, you go for him; his watch if he 
h is one, his pocket book and the con­ 
tents of his two waistcoat pockets are 
your booty. 
“Throwing a dead body into the 
river has its drawbacks: the Seine 
q ten gives up its prey. Water talks, 
the earth is dumb. This is the advice 
of a famous assassin.” 
Under the beading “ Murderers and 
Mi igistrates,” the author has a great 
deil to say: 
Avaiuain, 
when standing on the 
platform of t he guillotine, said ,to the 
police, 
‘Above all, 
never confess.* 
Tiiesecreat words ought to be en­ 
graved in letters of gold. 
As soon a* 
you are caught, imagine you are some­ 
body else. 
Don’t try to be clever in 
answering the judge. Rather say the 
most idiotic things th at come into 
j'our head. The 
perfect 
assassin 
should be very respectful toward the 
gentlemen of the jury. 
If he knows 
one of them he had not better ask how 
his wife is. Good behavior is often 
rewarded. 
Meanwhile, he ought to 
show bis perfect tranquillity by asking 
one of the policeman by his side for a 
chew ol tobaco.” 
Independence, as long as there Is a 
gleam of hope, is th e ’ advice with 
which M. Monselet dismisses bis sub­ 
ject, and when all has failed then re­ 
sort to philosophy and die like a man.

A M e s s a g e C o e s In F o u r 
M i n u t e s 
F r o m N e w Y o r k t o L o n d o n a n d 
R a c k . 
A wager between a couple of b r o k e r s 
the other day resulted in an interest­ 
ing experiment 
as to the rapidity 
with which telegraphing can be done 
between New York and London. It 
was settled by actual test th a t a 
cablegram 
can be sent to London 
from the New York Stock Exchange and 
an answer received in four minutes. 
Ordinarily the time is mut n longer, 
but on this occasion a special effort 
was made, with the above remarkable 
result. 
From this it may be inferred th at 
the cable service is as nearly perfect 
as it is possible to make 
it. The 
cable business is constantly growing, 
and at present nearly COO messages 
are sent daily from New York to Lon­ 
don between the hours of 1<> and 12 
o'clock. All the commercial business 
is done by cipher, and so condensed 
is the 
code 
that 
a 
considerable 
message can be sent at a comparative­ 
ly small outlay. The regular tariff 
is 2b cents a word. 
The messages are sent by overland 
wire to H eart’s Content, Newfound­ 
land, where they are transm tted via 
the ocean cable to Valentia, Ireland, 
thence direct to London. The com­ 
mercial business 
between the New 
York and London .Stock Exchanges 
has become so extensive th a t three 
or four operators are now required 
constantly on the floor of the New 
York Stock Exchange alone.—From 
the Ohio Valley Manufacturer. 


B o g u s P o s t a g e S t a m p s 
A chapter oi philatelic foliy has 
been brought to an «m l in the London 
central criminal court. Three men 
who carried on a largo business in 
forged postage stamps for the benefit 
of those who make collections of these 
trifles have suffered the penalty ol 
their enterprise in the form of four 
m onths’ and six months’ imprison­ 
ment. In 
vain they pleaded they 
ought rather be regarded as public 
benefactors. “Those who cannot af­ 
ford real 
diamonds, ’ they argued, 
“ wear paste; and we only supplied to 
poor collectors imitations of larities 
which the rich alone could purchase.” 
The defect in their logic was that they 
led the humble enthusiast to believe 
that the forged s t a m p s were genuine. 
On their premises thousands and thou­ 
sands 
of these forged impressions 
were found, bearing the peculiarities 
ofthe real stamps, postmarks and all 
details, ready to be palmed off upon 
credulous purchasers, some of w hom 
spend a weeks income on a colored 
piece of paper of which the intricate 
value, in point of either beauty 01 
utility, is absolutely nothing. Philate­ 
lists are avenged for the inroad of the 
forger upon their domain, and the 
culprits have learned th at the m anu­ 
facture of old postage stamps leads t a 
the tread mill. 


T h e F i v e K i n d s o f C a v e r n s . 
Geologists divide caves and caverns 
into five distinct classes. First, the 
caverns in lunest onerock excavated by 
streams, which find their way beneath 
the surface. Second, the channels 
and chambers hollowed out by th< 
waters of hot springs 011 their way 
from the earth to the surface. Third, 
tHe sea caves and grottoes, which art 
formed where the battering surges 
have worn away into tbe shore cliffs 
along the line of some softer part ol 
the rocks. 
Fourth the cavities cur­ 
iously formed where a lava stream 
h is solidified upon the surface. 
Fift t 
and lastly, we have the rifts formedir 
rocks which have been rent by tin 
mountain-building forces, where tin 
walls on either side oi the brick havt 
been pulled ap art from each other 
leaving a very deep and long but usu­ 
ally narrow tis-ure. In one or anothei 
of these groups may be placed-all tin 
known cavities which occur beneath 
the eat th ’s surface. 
T hese, of course 
may be subdivided into many sub 
classes.

N a large town in 
the north of Ireland 
many 
burglaries 
and robberies had 
'i been committed,and 
many detectives set 


to work, and many 
ffiilnres 
luid 
been 
the result before I was sent down to 
investigate the affair. 
The fact is, the rascals who had 
committed these depredations were 
so well up in their business, so cunning 
and shrewd, as well as bold and 
daring, th a t they left no trace of 
themselves anywhere by which a clue 
could be gained to fix a reasonable 
suspicion.

It P a v s t o K e e p B e e s . 
This is my conclusion after a dozen 
fears of experience,says a Avriter in the 
Ohio Farmer. 
I find that each year, 
as I get to understand them better, 
the prof. t increases. 
I first started 
with plain boxes and let them take 
care of themselves except to set small 
boxe9 011 top for surplus. 
I attended 
to them when I got ready 
whether 
the honey season Avas passed or not, 
any day th at I happened th at way. 
Other people did the same and surely 
it must be all right. 
But experience 
taught me soon, that this plan was 
good as far as honey and profit were 
concerned. Thus I lost about three 
years in the old rut of planting with­ 
out cultivation. 
The balance of the 
time since I have used the Simplicity 
hive, with m ovable frames, and find 
that to get profit one must have things 
in proper shape, and give tho little 
occupants a chance. 
The first thing to have is a rousing 
colony tne first of May boiiing over 
with bees, in a nice, clean hive, with 
new combs all in first-class shape, and 
if the season is only an average one 
you are sure of 50 lb. honey, which 
at 20c. per lb. would be $10 besides 
winter supplies. 
So it is plain to be 
seen that it pays if properly managed. 
I should add, further, 
th at such a 
colony will 
likely cast off a 
good 
•warm. The am ount of honey to be 
expected 
must 
be 
based on the 
strength of the colony in the spring. 
A hive of bees, full to overflowing, 
will give 2 0 lbs. surplus easier than a 
weak colony can build up strong and 
gather sutticent food for Avinter during 
the summer m onths. 
My average for five years has been 
about 251fis. to the colony, good and 
bad together. The largest am ount I 
have ever taken Avas 07lt»s. net. but 
50 lbs. often. 
I have the best strains 
of Italian the country can furnish, 
and find that they are superior to the 
blacks in the ratio of 2 to 3. 
A sure receipt for profit is to see 
that weak swarms are built up early 
in tho fall, before co’d weather, by 
feeding granulated sugar, as it is cheap­ 
er than honey; but don’t feed any­ 
thing but the best; as j>oor feed is like­ 
ly to give them the dysentery or make 
them 
unhealthy, 
and 
before cold 
Aveather 
sets 
in pack 
chaff well 
around the frames and lay a chaff 
cushion on top, and you will be in 
good Bhape, in ordinary seasons, in 
this locality, to show up a handsome 
profit next season. 


“ T e n A c r e s E n o u g h , ” 
That was the taking title of a book 
published some years ago, in which 
the author endeaA'ored to s I ioav how, 
under high culti\*ation, ten acres could 
he made to yield a comfortable living 
for an average family. A good deal 
of ridicule has been cast at this and 
similar attem pts to dem onstrate tho 
feasibility of making much of little in 
the cultivation of the soil. 
But the 
experiment has been tried, and, under 
favorable conditions, not found want­ 
ing. 
Men who, like the late 
Peter 
Henderson, have made a thorough 
study of the utilization of small areas 
know by practical exjierience th at a 
great deal of money may be got out 
often or tAveive acres ol properly cul­ 
tivated land. 
It is said, however, th a t the condi­ 
tions of market gar lening have great­ 
ly changed since the Southern truck 
farmers began to flood our markets 
with early vegetables and fruits. This 
is true; but where our Northern m ar­ 
ket gardeners have had the wisdom 
to adopt their product 
to 
these 
changed conditions they havecontinu- 
ed to make money, although perhaps 
not in so large amount. 
The time will never come when vege­ 
tables and the more perishable fruits 
can be sent from a long distance, 
even 111 refrigerator cars or steamers, 
and arrive in as fresh and appetizing 
condition ns those groAvn close at 
hand. 
Hence there aviU alw ays be a 
demand for early fresh vegetables and 
small fruits from neighborhood gar­ 
dens if they are invitingly presented 
to the customer. 
Every large town 
and city is a good mine for the market 
gardener who is “up betim es,” and 
offers his fresh, Avholesome-iooking 
goods in neat and tasteful packages. 
Untidy packages repel the finest class 
of customers, but good taste will inev­ 
itably attract them. 
A good illustration of this is afford­ 
ed by the experience of the owner of a 
ten-acre tract of land a t Andover, 
Mass.. who found, very naturally, 
th a t general farming did not pay 
011 
so small an acre. He therefore deter­ 
mined to adapt himself to the situa­ 
tion by folloAving a higher method. 
He planted one-half of his little farm 
to a great variety of small fruits, and 
devoted the remainder to the growth of 
vegetables. These 
he 
arranges so 
th a t for some seven months he ob­ 
tains crops which can be either dis­ 
posed of at good prices in the m ar­ 
kets of Boston or the nearer city of 
Lawrence, or put up in various forms 
for sale to Boston customers during 
the Avinter. 
In the latter case the 
fruits and vegetables are carefully 
selected and as carefully preserved, 
pickled or put up as nearly as possi­ 
ble in a fresh state. 
Last year besides the fresh fruits 
and vegetables sold, some ten thous­ 
and quart jars of produce were dis­ 
posed off in this Avay. 
Nearly all the 
Avork was done in the family, thus 
saving much expense, and the in 
come Avas about $3,500. 
Such a re­ 
sult can be obtained, of course, only 
by high culture, Avhich implies fore­ 
thought, skill, industry and good bus­ 
iness capacity. 
But it shows Avhat 
can be done on a small tract wisely 
managed.

T e a c h i n g H o r s e s t o S t a n d , 
An old horseman gives the following 
as his method of training horses to 
stand without being tied: Afteryoung 
horses have once become entirely bri­ 
dle-wise, 
I first endeavor to tea<h 
them the meaning of every word I say 
to them. This is not a difficult m at­ 
ter, provided too many Avords are not 
psed at once. The first step is to 
adopt some word a t the sound of 
which they are to understand that 
they must stop. Words that are easy 
to speak, and which can be made em­ 
phatic, should be chosen, 
such 
as 
“ho,” “ whoa,” etc., and every time 
the word is used the horse to" which 
it is spoken should be made to obey 
fully. Carlessness in regard to this 
m atter will do more to undo Avhat 
has been taught than anything else. 
When 
a 
horse 
fully 
under­ 
stands the meaning of the Avord which 
you use when you Avish him to stop 
and stand still, the greater part of the 
Avork is accomplished. 
He then can 
be trusted with safety while you leave 
him a short time. To take no risk, 
and to make the ~ork more effecti\'e, 
it is a good plan for tAvo to get into 
the vehicle to wiiich a horse is hitched, 
and, having stopped after a short 
drive, one should get out and lea\-e 
him for a short distance. 
Should the 
horse then start, the one in the vehicle 
can draw Ihe lines suddenly and thus 
prevent his getting away. There will 
be no trouble in teaching any horse 
with an ordinary am ount of good 
sense to stand as long as you desire 
without being hitched, if a little judg­ 
ment and patience are used in a t­ 
tempting it. 


S u r e C ure far S c a b , 
A prominent sheep raiser, S. H. 
Todd, of Ohio, says to take 50 pounds 
of tobacco stems th a t you can get at 
a cigar factory, aud steep them in 
100 gallons of water until the strength 
is all out of the stems. Then take 25 
gallons of the tobacco liquid and put 
in 25 pounds of sulphur and boil, not 
mmer it, for one-half hour. Take 
three-fourths of a gallon of crude car­ 
bolic acid, and four gallons of soft 
soap and heat it up till it will be of 
the consistency of an egg prepared for 
j use. Mix all together and then have 
a vat of 16 inches wide and deep 
enough so th a t the fluid will cover the 
back of the sheep when standing. 
Jjet the sheep remain in the fluid 90 
seconds, then immerse the head en­ 
tirely under the water and let the 
sheep out upon a platform to drain. 
Have 
the platform so 
th a t the 
liquid will run back into the vat, 
and have the fluid above blood heat. 
In l 6 days after the first dip use the 
same process again. If the sheep are 
bad, use one gallon of carbolic acid to 
five gallons qf soft soap. This treat­ 
ment won’t kill the sheep, but I am 
positive it will clean out tne scab. As 
soon after dipping as possible, turn 
the sheep into the yard and stable 
that the premises may be saturated 
from the drippings of the sheep. If I 
had sheep th a t nad the scab badly, I 
would fix them a warm place, shear, 
feed liberally Avjtfl grain to keep up 
vitality, and in a few weeks after 
shearing I would 
dip them. You 
must be thorough, apd jf the scab has 
become fairly seated nothing Aveaker 
than this will do the work. I cured 


T h e M a k in g of B u tte r . 
The poor quality of creamery but­ 
ter as it comes from the churn is due 
to lack of care and cleanliness, either 
in the patrons who furnish the milk 
or the ereameryman, or it may be in 
the incompetency of thebutter-maker. 
These are faults of ignorance or negli­ 
gence. 
But 
very 
much, and 
the 
amount seems to be rapidly increas­ 
ing, of creamery butter th a t is fairly 
good when it leaves the churn remains 


h o but a short time. It will not keep. 
This defeat is due to the am ount of 
water purposely left in the butter. 
Light per cent is the minimum of fat 
for real good butter, yet very much of 
the creamery butter when sold con­ 
tains scarce 75 per cent. 
Here is 
where the trouble comes in. W ater 
weighs more than butter, and as long 
as it is mixed in the butter seiiu for 
the same price, pound for pound, al­ 
though it costs nothing. There is, 
therefore, the constant tem ptation 
before the creamery buGer-maker to 
load his butter with water. Against 
unclean!iness, carelessness and ignor­ 
ance the law can grant no protection, 
but the law can and ought to grant 
protection against water ing butter as 
well as Avatering milk.—Jersey Bulle­ 
tin. 


A N e w P oint In F e ed in g . 
Mr. Appleton, breeder and owner 
of the famous Jersey cow, Eurotisaima, 
in his address betore the XeAv York 
farmers, calls attention to one rule in 
forcing c o a v s that may be of serA-ice in 
all feeding for profit and th at is, that 
the roughness of grass must be fed 
after the cow has eaten ail the rich 
ground feed she Avill take, says the 
American Dairyman. The object is 
to get aa much rich butter-making 
food in her as she can assimilate. 
This can best be accomplished Avith a 
well composed ration which relegates 
hay and grass to the rear, by feeding 
the ration first and all she will eat of 
it, then topping off with the other. 
The fact is th at hay and grass are 
losing their grip, so to speak, 
with 
the scientific feeder. W’hile it is not 
practical to do away entirely with the 
roughness of the farm, yet it is beat to 
keep itdoAvnas much as poossiblecon­ 
sistent with the well being of the cow. 
It seems to be more useful in helping 
digestion than in any intrinsic merit 
of its own. W’hile grass is probably 
the best single feed for milk making, it 
certainly is not so good as a well com­ 
posed ration, except it njay be for a 
few days m the summer time, when 
the rains and temperature seem to 
combine to bring the grass to perfec­ 
tion, but this is an exceedingly limit­ 
ed time. 


H o w t o G r o w T o m a t o e s . 
“Because the generous nature of the 
tom ato yields bountifully with seem­ 
ingly little enre and attentioff, the 
general impression prevails,” says 
C. L. Allen, “ that the plant requires 
but little attention. This is a sad 
mistake, for there is not a vegetable 
in the garden that is so gross a feeder, 
nor one that so readily pays for all 
food and care given as the tom ato. 
To groAv it to the greatest perfection, 
the bills should be dug out to the 
depth of two and a half feet; a t the ! 
bottom there should be a halt bushel 
of Avell-rotted manure; above this let 
the soil be an equal mixture of loam 
and manure thoroughly mixed. The 
hills should be a t least 
six 
feet 
apart. Let the situation be open, 
warm, airy. When the fruit begins 
to set mulch with clean straw or very 
small brush. Under these conditions 
six plants will furnish sufficient to ­ 
matoes for a family of 12 persons. 
Whatever variety may be planted in 
this 
manner, the result 
will show 
specimens for size, smoothness and 
esculent properties, unknown to the 
variety when grown in the ordinary 
manner. 


C ar e o f P ou ltr y. 
On the care of poultry whitffi, of the 
utmost importance at this season of 
the year, the Northwest Agriculturist 
savs th a t the hens are given a variety 
of food, and are not over-fat, Avill lay 
eggs th a t should hatch, if the male is 
vigorous. Fresh meat gives vigor to 
laying hens, and if more meat and less 
corn is fed the hens will more than 
pay for the difference in the price of 
meat in the increased number of eggs 
laid. The male should have a little 
meat once a day if possible, as it Avill 
greatly add to his vigor and increase 
the fertility of the eggs. Of the grains, 
buckAvheat should not be overlooked 
in the change of diet, and a good mess 
of scalded chopped hay should be al- 
loAved daily. 


S h o r t It e m s , 
The best mulch we have ever tried 
in a young orchard is three inches of 
AA'ell pulverized soil. It b eats six in­ 
ches of straAv, and does not harbor a, 
host of insects. 


Every horse th a t js expected to 
work on the farm during the spring 
and summer should have a collar and 
set ot harness properly fitted to it. 
This Avill lessen the risk of galled shoul­ 
ders. 


Let the farmers’ wives and daugh 
ters study the science of poultry rajs 
ing if the farmer himself has not the 
time or inclination to attend to it. 
We know th a t in the greater number 
of cases the farmer’s wife does not 
need this suggestion, for she has learn­ 
ed the value to the household of the 
poultry yard. 
Many farmers prepare and plant 
their gardens and then leave them to 
take care of themselves, or else allow 
the good Avoman, already overworked, 
to undertake the duties of gardener. 
There is no p art of the farm th a t 
pays better tlian a well kept garden, 
and the labor should be done 
regu­ 
lar as farm work. 
l^ever keep a young tree out of the 
ground after it arrives from the nurs­ 
ery. 
The greatest misfortune that 
can happen to a young tree is to ex­ 
pose its roots to dry winds. If not 
ready to plant it in its proper loca­ 
tion let it be “held in,” by covering 
the roots well wit J* moist eartfe.

oppressed 
throughout the wide, wide world. 
Ia a word, she was America, but 
America was a republic, and repub­ 
lics were things of a day, “short fivsd 
things that must, of necessity, end in 
calamity and failure.” 
So the prophets of the old world, 
at least, told us; and thus, when in 
1861 the war of the rebellion broke 
out, they wisely shook their heads 
and said “I told you so.” 
What, then, was the war of the re­ 
bellion far? I feel it my duty to-day. 
to address also the young generation 
of my own age, men younger than 
those of gray hair; those who count 
years, perhaps double my own; those 
who saw service in the war before I 
was yet able to understand what it 
meant. I consider it my duty to-day, 
before addressing the Grand Army 
of the Republic, to tell others who 
were net in the war what it was for: 
what our brave men in blue girted on 
tbe sword for, and shed their blood 
so freely. 
Waa it a war for the eman­ 
cipation of the colored men? 
Was it 
a war waged upen one section of the 
country by another? 
Was it a war 
intended to centralize power in our 
country, and, therefore, to destroy 
the rights of the states severally? 
Not all, not aiiy of these. 
It was a 
war intended to settle forevermore, 
the truo meaning of our constitution 
in one of its most essential points. 
It was a war which began not when 
the first shot was fired upon Sumpter, 
but when Thomas Jefferson 
and 
Alexander Hamilton failed to agree 
in th© Cabinet of WTashington, upon 
the interpretation of our constitu­ 
tion. 
It was a war which said to the 
world that the people in America are 
the sovereign, and a sovereign which 
can always be trusted to do right. 
This, I take it, was the meaning of 
our war, 
I know war does not make 
a wrcng right, nor does it prove that 
to be true, which before was false; 
but war does prevent the wrong-doer 
from assailing the right, and error 
from usurping the throne of truth. 
And this the war of 1861 did beyond 
most other wars knowe to history. It 
is well known to every schoolboy in 
our country, that throughout the long 
days from the beginning of the 19th 
century up to past the middle of it, 
there was one great controversy un­ 
derlying all the troubles that beset 
the statesmen, who had it for their 
duty, to arrange matters for public 
weal. 
Sometimes that difficulty was 
not plainly understood. 
When it was 
plainly understood, it was oftentimes 
set aside; th# minds of men were pur­ 
posely befogged as to it. 
We saw 
this diffionJty arise in 1798, in the 
Virginia and Kentucky resolutions. 
The difficulty was again brought be­ 
fore the publio eye, practically, in 
Georgia in her dealings with the In­ 
dians. 
Once again, and more promi­ 
nently, and more unmistakably, in 
the days of John G. Calhoun, by 
South Carolina in her Nullification 
Act of 1832. 
What did that difficulty 
mean? It meant this: that it was 
not yet settled whether we were ©ne 
united country, or whether we were a 
congress of independent sovereign 
states compacted together. 
And yon 
know that South Carolina maintained 
that we were so many independent 
states gathered together in a com­ 
pact; she declares m her act of seces­ 
sion, that she does but “dissolve the 
union between the state of South 
Carelina and other states united with 
her in the compact entitled ‘the con­ 
stitution of the United States.’ ” 
No 
greater error than this ceuld have 
been broached, and when the sword 
was appealed to, to uphold this error, 
then it was that the brave men of the 
North girded on their swords and 
went forth to do battle for the right; 
not intending to make tho men who 
was beaten to be, therefore, in tho 
wrong, but intending to uphold the 
right so long as there was might in 
their right arm to support it. 
There 
was here no doctrine of expediency; 
it was not intended to make might 
right* or success thf best of merit, or

people. 
We read in th*- proaeiL 
the constitutive: “ We, The p 


to make him always in the wrong, 
who was the weaker party. 
It was 
maintained that, from the beginning, 
this was the meaning of the constitu­ 
tion, and God’s overruling Providence 
had shown plainly enough through­ 
out all our previous history, that this 
was the purpose for which our coun­ 
try had been established. 
The coun­ 
try, America—United States of Amer­ 
ica—means to me, not a broad land 
of fertile fields; not a country of vast­ 
ly diversified scenery; not a country 
where land is to be had choaply, and 
which, therefore, holds out homes at 
a small price to the teeming millions 
of the old world; it does not meau 
even the country that gave me birth, 
the country upon whose soil I was 
born. 
It means to me the eternal 
principle. America means the Chris­ 
tian idea in the order of civilization. 
That is to me America’s highest and 
strongest claim to my leve and fideli­ 
ty. 
And it was for this (if I have read 
history aright) that the war of ’61 
was charged by the men of the North. 
•It might be well, if you will bear 
with me, that I should say what I 
think upon the m atter of the consti 
tution, for I will confess frankly, it 
matters little to me whether Grant, 
noble as his name is, dear as it is to 
every heart, or Sheridan, or any other 
General that won a battle, if the bat 
tie was won in the right. 
J 
.1 win 
a school of men in our country from 
the very outset, who adopted i!J(> 
theory of government called the “So 
cial Compact,” and the men who 
represented this school maintained 
more or less explicit/ that a revolu­ 
tion or a dissolution of the states was 
justifiable at any time. 
Our country 
meant no such thing. 
Our constitu 
tion is the fundamental law of the 
government, but our constitution and 
its creator is the sovereign political 
h e p 
e, th 
the United States, in order to form a 
more perfect union, establish justice, 
insure domestic tranquility, provide 
for th* common defense, promote the 
general welfare and secure 1;, 
bit*.*- - 
mgs of liberty to ourmdve** and our 
posterity, do ordain and <Vnbli*h 
this constitution for the I’nit.-d State* 
of America.” 
This document did not 
create the j>eople, it was created by 
the people. 
The document did n t 
exist until the sovereign people had 
existed, and were so represented, 
were so determined a- a people, not a> 
a population, but as a sovereign 
political 
people. 
They put 
thf ;r 
hand to the document, and there laid 
down the fundamental ruh whteh 
was to govern their country. 
Who 
was it that drew up the document? 
The people of the United S tan - ] or 
whom was it established and ordained ? 
For the United States of America. 
Therefore there was to be no such 
thing in this country as freedom for 
any number of people, who saw fit at 
any time that they chose and irre­ 
spective of territorial limits and pre­ 
existing law, to come together anti es­ 
tablish such government os might fer 
the time, seem to them best 
Here is 
the insuperable objection to the se­ 
cession movement, and the man who 
does not admit this, will find himself 
in great difficulty. 
To me then, the 
war of 1861 meant not the sacrifice 
of men and money beyond limit, but 
the upholding of the right, if in no 
other way it could be maintained, 
even at the cost of unlimited outlay 
of men and money. 
The war meant 
the establishment of the truth above 
all doubt, above all clamor, and airm ­ 
ail popular passion. 
The war of ’61 
beqiwathed to us a united country; it 
settled the definition of that most 
sential point of our constitution; it 
emancipated the colored men; it puri­ 
fied America; it did away with preju­ 
dices which before threatened, per 
haps as much a* any other cause th** 
disintegr®ti®n or ruin, at a more or 
less distant period, of our fair land. 
Let na see those benefits that have 
resulted. 
It is true that the war was 
not begun for the emancipation of 
the colored men, but forn higher and 
nobler cause even than that, becau-e 
America must first exist before it 
could be even the home of tho free 
man, and it was the very life of 
America that tho war of ’61 wa°s un­ 
dertaken. 
When, therefore, we gath­ 
er to do honor to the memory of men 
who joined in that contest, it is not to 
pay our homage to mere deeds of 
blood. 
It was aot bloodshed they en­ 
gaged in, but vindication of the rig h t; 
and bloodshed was entered into only 
when bloodshed became unavoidable. 
Not that war was the moat eligible 
means of solving the difficulty, but 
that war was the enly meant then 
available. 
Therefore, when war be­ 
came inevitable, war waa declared. 
Another benefit that we hare reaped 
from the war of ‘61 is this: that it es­ 
tablished more clearly than it ever 
had been before the perfect aud en­ 
tire equality of Americans. 
It is tho 
dootrme of our country that her po­ 
litical men, men who desire to have 
the rights and privileges of this coun­ 
try, can have them as long as they 
prove deserving of them. 
Before the 
war there was &. widespread belief in 
many parts of our country thut the 
man who came or whose father came 
from Europe, was not a good Ameri­ 
can. 
The war, I believe, effectually 
dispelled this illusion, for side by 
side with the men whose fathers had 
lived on American soil for generations, 
fought and bled, men who drew their 
life’s blood from foreign countries; 
side by side with men of one belief 
fought men of other beliefs. 
All 
honor then to the men who in ’61 at 
their country’s call leaped to their 
country’s rescue; and whether they 
survive to commemorate this memo­ 
rial day or rest beneath the soil which 
they made hely with blood, stood they 
high in command or fought they in 
the trenches, their devotion to their 
country’s weal has entitled them to 
her undying Jgratitude. 
And yet, 
fellow citizens, are there not some 
among them who hold an especial 
place in our affections? 
Will not the 
name of Grant,,the name of Sheridan, 
the name of Sherman, and the name 
of Logan, touch and cause to vibrate 
in our hearts a chord which no other 
name and no other hand can reach ? 
Will we not hold them especially in 
our love and in our affections? 
So 
long as our starry banner floats above 
a free people, let their names be in 
benediction throughout all the land; 


and when, if ever that day comes that 
Americans shall fo.'get those hallowed 
names, then let hvsr proud flag be 
trailed in the dust. 
Members of the Grand Army: 
I am no eulogist of mere physical 
force, nor do I consider thtt£ man to 
be the better man, the better citizen, 
or the nobler man who has the strong­ 
er arm; and therefore, it is not be­ 
cause the northern army cam© off 
victorious in ’61 that we consider her 
the nobler one; it is because back of 
her bayonets or back of her swort?S. 
was the principle winch had been 
right from the beginning, and which 
from the outset had been true. This 
it is that makes the G. A. R. dear to 
us and makes us love the men who 
gave their time and their effort, and 
who endangered their lives for the 
principle that was at stake. 
History 
has no record of any aacrifice more 
sublim e than that of the dead of the 
vol unteer armies of tbe republic. 
So 
you assemble to-day because you 
would not willingly let the memories 
of irncb sacrifices perish from the 
hearts of men 
Has tin* story of the 
volunteers become stale from many 
rejietitions? 
It is your duty to repeal 
it again and again. 
The sermon on 
the mount is an old story; countless 
millions have heard it each day for 
nineteen centuries. 
Yet it is as full 
of promise, hop e and consolution, as 
on the day it ft*L’ from the lijis of the 
Master. 
iSo should it b** with the 
records on which are engraved the 
eternal principles on which rest tho 
right of rnao to life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness 
And you members of the Grand 
Army, survivors of that struggle, I 
envy you the pleasure and the happi­ 
ness that must come to von on each 
recurring Memorial Day. 
You stand 
to me. to the sons of vetera/is, to the 
relief corps and to the entire younger 
generation, rs proofs of tho neblo 
manhood that our country has pro­ 
duced even after the heroes of 1776 
had all passed to their fathers; you 
show 11s that American manhood has 
not dwindled in its stature; that love 
for the right has not fallen off in our 
country; and you show us further­ 
more, that wo have a country which 
it h worth while to struggle for, to 
uphold. 
We honor then to-day, not 
merely tbe dead, but also the living. 
We honor the living by gratefully 
remembering their dead companions 
in arms, who no more brave but less 
fortunate than they, fell in defense of 
th*or country's life. 
We honor the 
living by entering heartily w'ith them 
in the spirit of this day, by sharing 
with them the memories which this 
day calls up, by rejoicing with them 
in the triumphs which their arms 
achieved, aud by calling to mind that 
the volunteer soldiers of the republic, 
whether living or dead, have given 
the highest possible proof of patriotic 
devotion, since all alike have exposed 
themselves to death for their country, 
and greater love hath no man than 
this, that a man lay down his life for 
his friends. 
And let us as Americans 
young and old, who have come to 
man’s estate, let us on this day make 
up our minds, find by the deeds of ’61 
to ’65 and by the sight of these men 
here, who in the dark days of the re­ 
bellion put their breasts before the 
cannon to save our country’s rights; 
let us. I say, resolve as they diu. to 
hold onr country’s weal dearer to us 
than our lives, our fortunes, and our 
sacred honor.
